Men who are guilty of family 
desertion are liable to prosecution 
under the criminal code and can 
he sent to gaol for long terms and | 
itis the intention of the Alberts 
authorities to prosecute to the limit 
those who disregard their respon- 
sibilities in this connection, 

It ia impotnible to expect any 
good to come from the cowaraly 
action of family desertion. In 
many cases if a little staming is
